YOKOHAMA SPECIE BANK'S 
BIG LOSS. 


A mysterious bank robbery has 
taken -place over the holiday 
week-end, tho local branch of the 
Yokohama Specie Bank, situsted 
in’ Chater Road, having been 
robbed of a huge sum of nioney, 
reputed to be in the neighbour- 
hood ef half 2 million dollars. 
The business section of the town 
this morning was soon agog with 
the news, and a representative 
of the Hongkong Telegraph, who 
called to see the Maenager of 
the branch, Mr. T. Nishiyama, 
was given as much of the facts as 
that official would divulge. 

Te appears that on Friday 
afternoon the bank's big safe 
was securely locked as usaal 
and contained a small cash bor, 
in which was deposited bank notes 
to the valoe of a considerable 
sum. This morning, when the 
bank premises were opened. it 
was discovered that the safe door 
bad been opened, presumably 
with « duplicate key, and the 
crab box brokeo and the notes 
extracted. The mysterious part 
of the affair ie that there are no 
traces of burglars, the bank's 
premises. strong room and safe 
being absolutely undamaged and 
intact.

“UNEASY LIES THE HEAD.” 


Sun Yat-sen mest bea troubled 
man these days. For the moment 
be has had to leave the expedi- 
sion against she North to take 
care of itself whilst be re:urns to 
Canton toendeavourtostraighten 
out affairs and remould the 
scbeme of things more nearly to 
bis beart’s desire. If reports be 
true, he is conscious of the point 
shat, as head of tha so-called 
Constitutional Government, he is 
responsible for the present state 
of Kwangsi and is now anxious 
to do something to prave his 
authority over this distressed 
province. That is said to be one 
of his reasons for paying « visit 
to Canton. But the major circum- 
stance accounting for bis returo 
is without doubt bis anxiety at 
the fact that Chan Kiog-mircg 
has regained a large measure of 
control over Canton. 

The fact that Chao bas sucha 
strong military following in and 
around Canton is evidently oot 
altogether to the liking of Sun, 
who wanta to sea Chan's forces 
split up and distributed at points 
more remote from the centre 
of authority. The idea thus 
occurred to him of coming to 
terms with Chan’s commanders, 
but the invitation: to the 
latter to talk matters. over 
proved a wash-out, since not one 
of them turned up at the arranged 
conference. Instead, they be- 
took themselves to Sbeklung, 
whither Chan came from Wai- 
chow and talked matters over 
with them, agsin retarniog to 
bis native district, where, like 

abbit, he “lies low ai 
saya noffin.” . 

That San Yat-sen is annoyed 
at the turn affairs are taking is 
apparent from the report thet, 
unless. Chan returas to Canton 
or obeys orders, be proposes 
bombarding the latter's defence 
lines. Itis said that be intends 
utilising dhe of the Northern 
cruisers. for that purpose,. tut, 
from what we''car. hear,” the 
loyalty of the commanders of 
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thase’ beate ig still very touch in 
dispute. - One report: iz to the 
eftect that Sun disapproved: a

THat is the ‘proper andthe 
constitutional way, but be shows 
a weak band ehen he declares 
that he will notioterfere with the 
labourers cr the peoplein anything 
they may choose todo. Thatis 
tantamount to condoning moblaw. 
Hf the Chinase have no case to be 


jupbald: by internationsl usage, 


they will not improve matters by 
taking the law into their own 
hands. 


The Next Move. 

With the cliroination, by retire- 
ment, of “Old Hsu,” to whom 
the Sosth bas’ shown 's ch 
antaronism, &@n important step 
has been taken on the road to 
China's reunification, which is 
not, of course, to say that the 
prospect of sich aconsummation 
is distinctly strong. Many a 
fertile subject for dispute remains 
to be cegotiated yet. Most of 
these points resolve themselves 
inte personal questions—in short, 
whether the various War Lords, 
office-seekers, and otber self. 
seekers are at last ready to 
abandon their schemes of 
aggrandisement. The way seems 
to baye been made tolerably 
clear for » settlement ‘of 
the constitutional question, hence 
this personal fretor again be- 
comes the hinge, Wu Pui-foo has 
attained such a commanding. 
position that a clear programme 
from him. firmly . adhered to, 
would give the initial impetus, 
especially now that an under- 
standing betwéen. Wa.and the 
Soath, through Chan King-ming, 
seems to bave been brought 
nearer, But if there is 
going to be disagreement between 
Wu and his old chief Tsao Kwan, 
of which ex-President Hsu hes 
just given’ as hint, the position: 
may be worse than ever. In such 
an event the recent collision 
between Wo and Chsog Tso-lin 
becomes so much sheer waste, 
merely giving rise to. uew 
rivalries. But “Old Hsv,” having 
lost his post, may have been 
seeking to stir up fresh trouble. 
It is hardly thinkable thet Wo 
wilt fall into auch a trap. -

the shareholders of the Shanghai 
Motus! Telephone Co, Ltd, Mr. 
a. W. Burkill and Mr ELF. 
Mackay both spoke in strong 
termes of the inefficiency of the 
servica and suggested that the 
company was paying too moch 
consideration to high dividends. 

Nr. Burkill considered that the 
ditectors had loat sight of the 
objecta of the company. 
When the company was started 
the idea was to have ap 
efficient service at a minimum 
cost and dividends were to be 
kept down tot8-per cent, In the 
year uoder review they had made 
agreat deal of money, but they 
had givan a poorer service than 
ever. Mr. Surkill suggested thet 
if the directors paid leas attention. 
to the money side of the com- 
pany and more attention to giving 
a batter service they would please 
everybody and cause less trouble 
to themselves. . : 


The trouble was.due, in the 
speaker's opinion, to lack of 
supervision aod the want of 
properly trained operators. Mr. 
Barckill contended that the 
Chinese could work as well as 
anybody else bus he urged that the 
company must get = better class 
of men and psy them well, He 
also suggested that first class 
supervisors should be brought out 
from Home. 


There was no necessity to pay 
12 pes cent. Mr. Burkill con.’ 
tinued. This yoar they bad made 
50 per cent. profit and 
however nice that might be, 
he suggasted that if they were 
going to make all that monay 
they shonld have a reduction in 
the vates. “At the present 
moment,” said Mr. Burkil?, “we 
are payiog very highly for an 
inefficient service.” 

To supporting Mr. Burkill. Mr- 
Mackay mentioned that thie was 
the only public service company 
to whom ho bad ever written with 
regard to the inefficieucy of its 
service. He contrasted the ser- 
vice with that

10,000 MEN RUSH FOR 
DIAMONDS. 


—_— 


Reported Big Finds in 
British Guiana. 


A discovery of diamonds, which 

are being picked up in great 
quantities along the Mazaruni 
River, bas resulted in a rush to 
British Guians, according to Pro- 
fessor William La Varre, of 
Harvard University, who has 
lately arrived in New York from 
the scene. 
_ At the time he Jeft 10,000 men 
1,000 of them white—were 
braving juogle fever in the bunt 
for the precious stones. 

Professor La Varre himself 
brought back 500 carats of uncut 
diemonds, which he turned over 
to the Customs. officials for 
appraisal. 

Dismonds have been found 
from time to time in British 
Guiana. Thirty years ago ‘an 
expedition tothe Upper Mazaruni, 
while searching for gold, dis- 
covered small diamonds in the 
gravel in some numbers. 

_In the following years several 
expeditions were dispatched, and 
located gems; but, although the 
stones were found in considerable 
numbers, they were smalt and of 
no great velue, and the search 
was practically abandoned: : 

In 1900 the British Guiana 
Diamond Sg@Hicate obtained a 
C 2,000 acres ons 
tributary of the ‘Mazaruni river, 
but this company is now defunct. 
Later another company .ocbtrined 
a larger concession, and is atill at 
work. ae 


300,000 Chinese Seamen, of whom
